Pueblo Orders 


Were To Snoop 


On Russ Ships 


WASHINGTON TAP) — The 
USS Pueblo was told to snoop on 
Soviet ships passing near Japan 
as a follow-up to her electronic 
surveillance of North Korea, a 
U.S. document shows. 
The intelligence ship was sup­ 
posed to visually inspect and 
photograph Soviet naval vessels, 
openly, while returning to the 
U.S. base at Sasebo. Japan. 
The additional mission was 
forestalled when the North Ko­ 
reans captured the Pueblo—in 
North Korean territorial waters, 
they claim—on Jan. 23, four 
days before she would have 
headed for Sasebo. 
The secondary snooping job 
was disclosed for the first time 
Thursday as the U.S. govern­ 
ment broke out of secrecy a 
Jan. 5. 1968 order to refute a 
new North Korean allegation. 
The North Korean radio said 
the Pueblo was authorized to go 
as near as three miles from the 
North Korean coast, under a 
Feb. 28. 1966 order. The United 
States recognizes a three-mile 
limit. North Korea claims 12.

out to “a great many” Navy 
vessels operating near foreign 
shores but this was superseded 
in the case of the Pueblo by a 
specific instruction Jan. 5.

“I am not concerned about 
the ‘new Nixon’ or the ’cid Nix­ 
on.’ What worries me is the real 
Nixon.” Humphrey' told a rally 
at Sea Girt, N.J., Thursday 
night. 
Humphrey labeled Nixon as 
“that man who abused Mr. Tru­ 
man, who heaped scorn on Adlai 
Stevenson, 
who 
fought 
John 
Kennedy every step of 
the 
way,” and who has opposed ef­ 
forts of President Johnson. 
In Rochester, N.Y., the COP 
vice presidential nominee, Spiro 
T. Agnew, said he erred de­ 
scribing Humphrey as “squishy 
soft on communism.” Agnew 
said if he had realized the effect 
the statement would have. “I 
would have turned five somer­ 
saults to avoid saying it.”

Nixon called for new leader­ 
ship to restore respect for the 
United States around the world 
and urged a halt in trade with 
allies of North Vietnam as he 
campaigned Thursday in Indi­ 
anapolis, Ind., and New Or­ 
leans, La. 
“It is time we made clear that 
the flag of the United States is 
nobody’s doormat,” Nixon said.

George 
Wallace was heckled in Milwau­ 
kee, Wis., by packets who shout­ 
ed. “Bigot, bigot, bigot.” Ear­ 
lier Wallace said, “’rho worst 
bigots in the country' are those 
who call other people bigots.” 
About 500 civil rights support­ 
ers walked out of the jammed

Wallace spoke rn Milwaukee. 
Wallace declared, “The anar­ 
chists in this country had better 
have their day now, because aft­ 
er Nov. 5. they’re through.” 
Meanwhile, Nixon expressed 
confidence that Wallace support 
would shrink as the Nov. 5 elec­ 
tion approaches. He said he 
didn’t intend to aim “a siam- 
bang attack” at Wallace be­ 
cause it wouldn’t accomplish 
anything except “build him up 
and give him a bigger vote and 
a bigger visibility than he other­ 
wise would have.” 
Nixon said, “This is a contest 
between two men and between 
the two major parties.” 
Humphrey told Democrats if 
they sit out the election, their 
party will be splintered.

Freedom s Graveyard 


The great contest of wills between the peo­ 
ple of Czechoslovakia and the rulers of Russia 
has ended its first phase. 
While it lasted, it was a thing that excited 
the human spirit around the world and renewed 
our deep admiration for the Czechs. This last 
thing does not diminish because they have now 
been crushed under Russia’s hell. 
They still are a great, freedom seeking peo­ 
ple worthy of our respect and support. They 
tried mightily to make another contribution to 
the history of human freedom and they did it. 
That it was a contribution of temporary failure 
is regrettable, but the history of freedom is a 
cumulative record of final victory after a mil­ 
lion reverses in the march of people toward the 
light. This was one of the reverses.

To go hack a hit, the government of Czech­ 
oslovakia, seated at Prague, is communist and 
subservient to Moscow. Under the new' commu­ 
nist party leader Alexander Dubcek, the Czech 
communists started reforming their government, 
throwing out some of the party hacks prescribed 
by Moscow’, easing censorship and repression and 
increasing the trade with Free World West Ger­ 
many in order to revitalize a progressive coun­ 
try born out of the reshuffling of Middle Eur­ 
opean states after World War I. It was a country 
w’hich had ground down to a snailspace of move­ 
ment in spirit, culture and economy under com­ 
munist hard line rule by party functionaries 
from Moscow7. 
Middle Europe — and indeed the w7orld —• 
was electrified by wTiat was going on in Prague. 
Moscow was worried. Allegiance wasn’t being 
challenged, but the quality of its collaboration 
was being rejected. Russia called the reformers 
to Russia to be reprimanded. They w7ouldn’t go. 
It went to them, at the border, at Ciema. There 
seemed to be an accomodation. Tile Czechs were 
wild with their success and the world was dis­ 
believing. Was the Russian monolith — absolute 
subservience or death — cracking?

The Russians and Czechs went home from 
this and other conferences on the crisis. The 
Czech communist reform government had sur­ 
vived. The communists of Yugoslavia and Ru­ 
mania of the belt of communist satellites around 
West Russia backed it. So did the Free World 
communist parties of France and Italy. The com­ 
mies of East Germany, Hungary, Poland and Bul­ 
garia condemned it and sided with Russia. 
Then the Russian tanks rolled into Prague 
and took over. Russia’s subservient satellites 
sent token forces. There were skirmishes and 70 
Czechs died. The Czechs are brave. They painted 
sneering slogans on the Russian tanks. They 
changed road sign directions to confuse them. 
They set up a secret radio network. They resisted 
with non-cooperation. 
But the Russians ha dthe muscle. Dubcek 
came back from Moscow7 (where he had been 
trained earlier as a communist leader) and coun­ 
seled his countrymen to cooperate with their 
own government. Dubcek & Co. had been given 
no choice by the Russians; villified, threatened, 
even robbed (Dubcek had his wristwatch stolen 
during interrogation) the Czech leaders had 
been threatened with dismemberment and ex­ 
termination of their country by the Russians. 
i he only decisions open to Dubcek were to 
kill himself or the freedoms which he had sought 
for his countrymen. His own death wouldn’t have 
helped reform survive; he choose surrender to 
bloodshed that could not have prevailed anyway. 


Freedom expired in Czechoslovakia. The sur­ 
vival of the Czech leaders, drastically purged of 
their progressive elements except for Dubcek 
who is retained as a face-saving symbol by the 
Russians, denotes no Russian concessions except 
to propaganda and pretense. 
The effects of the Russian invasion are great 
and still not definable because still emergent. 
The relations of the United States with Russia 
are affected. NATO was immediately bolstered. 
Our Cold War thaw is being re-examined; the 
realignment of power in Middle Europe reas­ 
sessed; our Presidential campaign reminded that 
Russia is unreliable. 
Russian triumphed militarily, of course, but 
the fact that she thought she had to do this to 
maintain herself — particularly at home — was 
an eye-opener to world observers. She got home 
front protests. Not many, perhaps, because Rus­ 
sia is the complete police state, but to have any 
is significant of the explosive forces within the 
Soviet that the Kremlin leaders fear might erupt 
if the Czechs or Rumanians or other satellite 
peoples should take it into their heads that they 
could adjust the social justice of their commu­ 
nism themselves. Moscow is running strong, but 
scared.

Demonstrators Not 
Innocent Children

A good many political figures 
and normally responsible jour­ 
nalists are themselves overact­ 
ing as they seek to underscore

The portrait being drawn by 
some is of hordes of sadistic 
policemen

provoked beatings to hundreds 
of “innocent 
American chil­ 
dren” who had gathered in 
Chicago’s Grant Park simply 
to sing protest songs and dem­ 
onstrate peacefully against the 
war in Vietnam. 
The first point to be made

that considerable members of 
the G rant Park demonstrators 
were not, bv any fail- defini­ 
tion, children.

Of the 
309 persons arrested 
during the final two days of 
the 
convention 
(nearly 
600 
were arrested altogether), 
at 
least 78 were 25 years of age 
or older. Thirty-one were 30 
or 
more.

over 25 and one-tenth over 30. 
The proportions in these age 
brackets may have been high­ 
er. since some of the arrested 
persons refused to give police 
their ages. 
The m atter of the demon­ 
strators’ innocence is also a

question, many hundreds had 
no aggressive purpose other 
than to display their vigorous 
opposition

Board To Evaluate 
Testing Programs 


LANSING (AP» — The State

SCHOOL BUSING COSTS 
While speaking over radio at 
the public meeting held by the 
Area School Board to resolve 
the bus situation, I made the 
point that 
the 
school 
board 
clearly 
stated 
the 
financial 
needs, but left the choice to 
the voters of (I) voting millage 
to finance the regular program, 
or (2) reject it and go on a 
curtailed program. 
The issues confronting the 
•choel were made clear by the 
press and radio. Elimination of 
bus service was stated as one 
of the curtailed services, should 
the millage be rejected. During 
the past year we had five elec­ 
tions. The voters spoke: they 
issued a mandate to the board 
to curtail services. 
I pointed out that even in 
the rural areas—the very areas 
where 
bus 
service is used— 
only 36% of the vote favored 
raising the money to pay for 
these services. 
At this point I was pushed 
aside from the microphone by 
a Mrs. Gerald Reed who called 
on me to substantiate this fig­ 
ure. When I said I did not 
have the figures with me, ner 
challenge 
was 
glee ted 
with 
loud applause of approval. 
I herew ith substantiate my 
figures: The August 20th issue 
of the Escanaba Daily Press 
printed the election results. It 
specifically showed

Hill People Will 
Get Autonomy 


NEW DELHI (AP* — The In­ 
dian g o v e r n m e n t decided 
recently to create an autono­ 
mous state for the hill people of 
northeastern Assam. 
The government said this de­ 
cision. coming after a year’s 
wrangling 'between the central 
government and the hill people, 
was taken in view of “the secu­ 
rity of the region”—which in 
1962 was almost overwhelmed 
by Red Chinese troops. 
The new—and so far nameless 
—state will in fact be a substate 
within the already existing As­ 
sam State, with autonomy in 
most m atters.

A long, lo w ram bler that 
fixes every appearance of en­ 
veloping an immense interior, 
this ranch, in reality, belongs 
hi the m oderate home class. 
Though seeming to provide a 
tremendous amount of habit­ 
able area, it has o n l y 1398 
•quare feet of living space. Yet 
clever planning has fitted in all 
the things wanted or needed 
by a family of four, five or six. 
A center hall is sometimes 
tonsidered wasteful when spa.ee 
i* at a premium, but architect 
Lester Cohen has included it 


in Design Z-58 to give the same 
kind of traffic advantages th at’s 
an integral part of more expen­ 
sive homes. No area suffers and 
all are enhanced by the pleas­ 
ant center hall just inside the 
sheltering entry porch. 
Combining t h e living room 
and the dining room so that it 
stretches 28’ is one of the ways 
in which the architect has cre­ 
ated the illusion that the in­ 
terior is as spacious as the ex­ 
terior. A raised hearth along 
one wall and terrace views and 
access add to the effect. While 
the open planning of these two

rooms is complete, w ith n o t1 
even a portion of a wall sep­ 
arating them, any owner could. 
of course, install a divider of 
his taste. A natural place for 
such a divider would be be- 1 
tw een the sliding glass doers > 
and the window looking out on 
t h e terrace. It seems likely, 1 
however, 
that 
most 
families 
would prefer to retain the un­ 
broken vista, perm itting the liv­ 
ing room and dining room fur­ 
niture to define the areas. 
Tile kitchen is 18’ long, with 
one portion of it designated as 
a family room. Here again the 


combination stratagem is used, 
both to provide the necessary 
compactness a n d to avoid a 
cluttered appearance. Directly 
to the right of the kitchen is a 
mud room, w ith laundry space 
and a lavatory". There’s an ex­ 
tra front porch entrance to this 
area as well as another from 
the two-car garage. The base­ 
m ent stairw ay is immediately 
accessible, by-passing the kit­ 
chen, an excellent convenience 
when any item s have to be 
brought dow nstairs .from the 
outside. An outdoor storeroom 
and two storage alcoves in the 


garage make use of available 
space that otherwise would be 
wasted, and with little m aterial 
addition in construction costs. 
At the right side of the house, 
off the center hall, is the sleep­ 
ing wing, w’ith three bedrooms 
and t w o bathrooms, one of 
which is part of the m aster bed­ 
room. Each bedroom has its 
own closet space, with a linen 
closet in the bedroom hall.

The brick and stone exterior 
has a handsome look and makes 
for lower maintenance. The at­ 
tached garage adds to the over­ 
all length, with a large window 
expanse providing a decorative 
look. The unbroken roof line al­ 
so makes the house seem larger 
and is an economy factor in 
building costs.

Fall is the tim e to get the 
house ready for winter and 
clean 
up 
leftover 
summer 
chores. 
Make yourself a checklist of 
items to be tended to before 
cold weather sets in. Here are 
a few suggestions. 
Taking down screens is an 
obvious end-of-sum m er job. but 
there can be m ore to it than 
that. 
Before 
storing 
screens, 
make necessary repairs. Paint 
frames now so that screens can 
be put back on immediately in 
the spring. Store flat and cover 
to keep them clean. 
Before putting up storm win­ 
dows, check putty around the 
glass in both storm s and regu­ 
lar sash. Wash the windows 
while everything is still taken 
apart. 
Calk 
around 
window 
frames while m aking your in­ 
spection. 
C h e c k 
w eatherstripping 
around doors and window’s. 
While the w eather is still 
good, make certain gutters and 
downspout* are clean and free 
of rust. They w ill need one final 
cleaning after the last leaves 
are off the trees. 
Check the roof. Loose shingles 
should be nailed down before a 
high storm comes along Put a 
dab of asphalt roofing com­ 
pound on nail heads to prevent 
rusting. 
Been painting? You cen con­ 
tinue until the outside tem per­ 
ature falls to 50 degrees. Save 
outdoor 
furniture 
and 
other 
movable items until last. These 
can be taken indoors for paint­ 
ing if need be.

According to National Fire 
Protection Association figures, 
of the 630,000 home fires re­ 
ported in 19C6, 21.6 per cent 
or 
136,000 originated in the 
kitchen. There were an addi­ 
tional 19,000 reported kitchen 
fires in restaurants, hotels and 
other semi-public buildings. 


Just how many more thou­ 
sand kitchen files went un­ 
reported. 
because they were 
successfully extinguished with 
that versatile household staple 
baking soda, is unknown.

the number must be consider­ 
able. for the simple technique 
of dumping baking soda liber­ 
ally onto a burning skillet or 


broiler Is not only familiar to 
most of todayV home-makers, 
but recommended by such fire 
fighting authorities as the Na­ 
tional Board of Fire Under­ 
writers.

sent one of the young ’uns 
scuttling 
to the kitchen for 
that sackful of miraculous sal­ 
eratus. The soda successfully 
snuffed out the fire. 
Today a safety resource no 
kitchen should be w ithout is a 
coffee can filled with baking 
soda, labeled FIFcE in big red' 
letters and stationed close to 
the range. 
So armed, at a 
moment’s notice, you can dump 
the soda liberally on the base 
of the flames.
